Continuation of 3. NOTE: Applicants proposed amendment of claims would raise new issues that would require further consideration 
an/or search. Specifically applicants proposed amendment of claim 18 results in claims 18 and 19 being identical. Further applicants 
proposed amendment of claim 10, which recites "encoded by a polynucleotide as set forth in claim 1 or claim 2" raises an issue as to if it 
is intended that the claimed polypeptide be endcoded by "the" polynucleotide as set forth or is encoded by "a" polynucleotide as set forth. 
The later encompassing many additional polynucleotide fragments of those polynucleotides claimed in claims 1 and 2. Additionally 
applicants have not pointed out support for applicants newly proposed claim 54, drawn to a host cell comprising the polypeptide of claim 
10..
